'but there are in these seas but few 
larger ships than ours. Even though 
there should be others near to us, it 
must be that they are in the same plight 
as us and but little able to give assist- 
ance.'

MURDERESS HAS CONFESSED. 


Mrs. George Crabtree, Sixteen Years Old, 


Admit* Attempt to Kill Her Father 
and 
Stepmother 
Fred 
TVurLhcu la

Dead, the Others Out of Danger. 


Carmi, 111., July 
28.—Mrs. George 


Crabtree, 16 years old, confessed 
to 


having put poison in coffee with delib- 
erate intent to murder her stepmother 
and father, Walter S. Warthen. The 
result of the act was that her brother 
was killed and her parents and a 
t<»lghbor were made deathly sick. 


The family of W. S. Warthen, con- 


sisting of-himself, wife, son Floyd and 
Mrs. Crabtree, and Berry Carter, 
a 


neighbor, sat down to dinner Tuesday 
at Warthen's -home, about five miles 
northwest ol this city. Immediately 
•after dinner they became violently ill. 
Physicians 
were 
summoned 
and 


•worked with the patients all night. 
They found symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning. 
Wednesday night 
Floyd 


Warthen, 15 years old, died. The other 
patients are now thought to" be out of 
danger. 


Mrs. Crabtree was not very sick and 


said she had not eaten very much of 
the cabbage served at dinner. Sheriff 
Ackman went out to the neighborhood 
to make an investigation. He stopped 
at the residence of Alonzo Dixon and 
sent for 'Mrs. Crabtree, to whom sus- 


•'. picion seemed to point as having some 


knowledge o£ the crime. 


Neighbors recalled that the daugh- 


ter had uttered threats, against her 
father, saying she would get even with 
him even if s'he had 'to kill 'herself to 
do it. When she appeared at Mr. Dix- 
on's home Sheriff 
Ackman " elicited 


from her a full confession of the pre- 
meditated crime. 
' 


•Mrs. Crabtree was married over 
a 


year ago to George Crabtree, but they 
separated about three, months ago. Her 
baby is 4 months old.- 


Mrs. Crabtree said she did not mean 


to kill her brother. She expressed lit- 


- tie'regret as to her father and step- 


mother, saying that her father object- 
ed to her visits to see her child, which 
Is in possession of her husband. Mrs. 
Crabtree confessed to having put rat 
poison in the coffee 
and 
afterward 


poured some of the poison in the cab- 
bage. She is said to be the victim of 
an ungovernable temper and threat- 
ened to end her life several times since 
her. separation from her husband. It 
ts said by the neighbors that she has 
been considered "a wayward girl, and 
her father sought to hold -her in re- 
straint, at which she took .offense. She 
Is a kleptomaniac.
